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will only tend to use them up the faster. But 
if the people prefer it, they may stop their 
improvements and take care of their wheat, 
and cache a supply of grain, flour, &c., where 
no other persons can find it; though we can 
raise grain here all the time, yes, all the 
time. .... 

Our enemies are constantly yelling, “rebel- 
lion, treason,” no matter how peaceful, orderly 
and loyal we may be. And now to come ont 
in open opposition to their cursed corrupt 
practices, will of course be counted treason. 
But let me tell you that the real, actual treason 
is committed in Washington, by the Adminis- 
trators of our Government sending an army 
to take the lives of innocent citizens. Every 
man is allowed by the Constitution to have 
what religion he pleases, and to profess what 
religion he pleases. That liberty is guaran- 
teed by the Constitution, “but you ‘Mormons,’ 
an army must be sent against you because 
you are Latter Day Saints.” Yes, an army 
must be sent to drive us from the earth. 

There is a high-treason in Washington, and 
if the law was carried out it would hang up 
many of them. And the very act of James K. 
Polk in taking 500 of our men while we were 
making our way out of the country under an 
agreement forced upon us, would have hung 
him between the heavens and the earth, if the 
laws had been faithfully executed. And now, 
if they can send a force against this people, 
we have every Constitutional and legal right 
to send them to hell, and we calculate to send 
them there. 

When I get over being angry I may preach 
something else, but the past travels and suf- 
ferings of this people through mobocracy are 
before me. 

I am not speaking of the Government, but 
of the corrupt Adminstrators of the Govern- 
ment. They make me think of a sign in New 
York upon which was lettered, “All manner 
of twisting and turning done here.” It is 
just so in Washington City, they can twist 
and turn in any and every way to suit their 
hellish appetites. ... .

Ido not know how long we shall hold this 
conference, and therefore no one need to ask 
me. There is a time for all things, and I 
never saw a better time than now to secure 
potatoes and other crops, and thus do our 
preaching in the season thereof and digging 
potatoes in the season thereof. And I could 
almost wish that our conference would be dis- 
missed this morning, and all hands go and 
secure the potatoes, squashes, corn, &e. . 2s 

Let us secure our crops. I feel to exhort 
the brethren to secure their crops so as to be 
ready, if our enemies come upon US, to defend 
ourselves. Let us obey our ficers, not loving 
the world nor the things of the world above 
our duties. The Lord will prepare the way 
and provide all things necessary for us, and 
if we suifer a little it is good for us. If we 
suffer for food, for raiment, it gives us an 
experience that we will know how to appre- 
ciate the comforts of life when we have them 
in our possession. 7 

We will attend to the business of the confer- 
ence first, and then dismiss until afternoon. 

(After putting the motion for himself to be 
sustained as “Prophet, Seer and Revelator, 
the President remarked :—) 
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I will say that I never dictated the latter 
part of that sentence. I make this remark 
because those words in that connection always 
made me feel as though I am called more than 
I am deserving of. I am Brigham Young, an 
Apostle of Joseph Smith, and also of Jesus 
Christ. If I have been profitable to this peo- 
ple, I am glad of it. The brethren call me so, 
and if it be so I am glad.

I purpose to have read to you this morn- 
ing some of the communications that have 
passed between our enemies and ourselves, for 
the people are anxious to know the feelings 
of the two parties—they are very anxious to 
learn the news. I am perfectly willing that 
they should know all, for my feelings and 
yours are very different from those of the 
world. You are aware that among the na- 
tions, the soldiers are never permitted to Know 
anything about the plans of the officers; states- 
men withhold from their constituents every 
policy they possibly can, and the statement of 
one of them is verily true pertaining to their 
use of the English language, that is, to secrete 
ideas instead of revealing them. Men study 
to talk a great deal, when at the same time 
they know but very little, and often even 
strive to conceal the little they do know. 
Among its other capabilities the English lan- 
guage is better adapted than any other in 
existence to the using of thousands of words 
without conveying an idea. 

If the Government of the United States have 
sent soldiers to this Territory I do not know 
it, for I have had no official notice of such a 
circumstance, and you will perceive that I 
treat them accordingly. If they are sent by 
Government, they are sent expressly to de- 
stroy this people; and if they are not sent by 
the Government, they have come expressly to 
destroy this people; therefore I shall treat 
them, as I have informed the officer in com- 
mand, the same as though they were an avowed 
mob. Not as I would those who have hereto- 
fore mobbed us, but as parties who have come 
to mob us now. 

I have informed Colonel Alexander that had 
his command been the men who have hereto- 
fore mobbed us, and the lying scribblers and 
the wicked rabble who have all the day long 
been trying to incite mobs against us, they 
never would have seen the South Pass. 

You will perceive, from the communications 
which br. John T. Caine will read, the feel- 
ings of the two parties, myself representing 
the Latter Day Saints and Col. Alexander

Brethren and sisters, I gladly avail myself 
of the opportunity of informing you that I 
have lately been down to the lower regions. 
I passed through the Devil’s Gate and went 
far below it into the dark regions, and I was 
glad when I returned. I was also glad while 
I was there in the line of my duty, although 
all round me there was a great deal of dark- 
ness and wickedness, the whole nation seems 
to have forgotten God, and the people are 
comparatively speaking, crazy or insane. A 
great deal of confusion exists among the peo- 
ple, and they scarcely know what they are 
doing. 

There is much said about the ‘Morm : 
about Governor Young and the Saints in Utah 
and many threaten that they are going to work 
to destroy the people of God from off the 
face of the earth, but I do not feel that they 
are any worse against this people than they 
are against themselves, for they are truly like 
the cats that eat themselves all up except 


thee tails, and then the tails continued the 
ar. . 


, There is considerable excitement about the 

Mormons,’ more particularly among the sol- 
diery and that class which drinks and carouses 
with them. It is hurrah boys, come to our 
aid and we will go up and wipe the ‘Mormons’ 
out of existence. The priests kindle the fire, 
the editors blow the flame, and priests and 
people have all forgotten God. I presume 
that the most of them have even almost for- 
gotten the form of prayer, and they breathe 
out profanity all the time. High and low, 
rich and poor, priests and people, servants 
and masters are all about the same. 

If you inquire of the candid man what is 
the matter, why all this fuss about the Latter 
Day Saints? he cannot give you a single 
yeason. — They do not know what the trouble 
is. did not hear but one man endeavor to 


explain the cause of the uproar, and his 

was that Uncle Sam would ‘not allow the 
archives of the nation to be burnt up by the 
Mormons,’ that was the capital crime. 
Whether they really had been burned they did 
not know, but’ they supposed that they had. 
for some vague report had come to them that 
an officer of the Government had failed to 
get his documents and had returned to the 
States and told the people that Governor 
Young had burnt them. That, I believe is all 
the charge that was urged in my hearing 
against the ‘Mormons,’ during my short stay 
in the lower world. .... 


The excitement had reached its highest = 
sible pitch a few days before we jeft, and there 
began to be a reaction in the feelings of the 
people, and in the public prints and among 
the more _thinking part of the population. 
And the inquiry began to be, what is the 
propriety of sending all these soldiers to Utah? 
A small party is quite sufficient, or even none 
at all. Why not let the ‘Mormons’ alone, and 
subdue the Cheyennes upon our borders, who 
are butchering our people every day? and 
why not let the ‘Mormons’ govern themselves? 


They also began to count the cost o 
expedition of the few soldiers they ere Pune 
to send here, and they found that it would cost 
one third of the revenue of the United States 
to send out 2500 troops to fight the ‘Mormons,’ 
and that when they got here they would not 
be a breakfast spell for our women and chil- 
dren, that we could whip them out and then 
go out and do our day’s work. They well 
understand that such a job would not detain 
us from our peaceful avocations for even one 
day. And if that number of soldiers is going 
to cost them one third of the revenue, and 
that for a number which our women and chil- 
dren can easily whip, what will it cost them 
to send an army Jarge enough to whip out our 
men? (Voice, ‘it will cost them more than 
they have got.’) Yes. 

Several enquired of me how many men we 
could raise, able to go into the field and do 
good service. I told him that we were a weak 
small people, and that I could not readily give 
a correct guess. ‘Well, could you raise so 
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good, efficient warriors?” I 
told them that I thought we could raise fifty 
or sixty thousand, more or Jess, but with me 
jt was only a kind of rough guess. However 
J spoke candidly and believed all I said, and 
they also believed it. 

T do not believe that the soldiers feel the 
Jeast disposition to fight the ‘Mormons,’ but 
the priests and editors are erying to Uncle 
Sam, ‘why do we not whip the “Mormons”’ 
Why do we let them send our judges and other 
Government officers back, and actually submit 
to it?’ Uncle Sam has to do something, you 
know, to make a kind of show to satisfy the 
editors, priests and people. But candidly I 
do not believe that either the officers or soldiers 
want to come here. A great portion of the 
soldiers who are ordered to this place will 
never reach here, for they are deserting every 
day, and swear that they will not come to 
fight their own people, the Scotch, the Welsh, 
the English, etc. they having learned that 
a great many of this people are foreigners. 
And the Americans swear that they will not 
fight the Americans, and thus they are in a 
fix and do not know how to get out of the 
snarl they are in. They are deserting nearly 
all the time, and the officers have to stand 
with their revolvers and guard the soldiers to 
keep them from deserting, instead of the sol- 
diers guarding their officers... + + 

‘All the fears that we need have is that 
we do not live our religion close enough, for 
if we do, all will be right, at least I feel so. 
Uncle Sam, I presume, will be perfectly satis- 
fied if the soldiers should pass this winter at 
Laramie, for I think they will have more de- 
mand for them there than here where they 
are of no kind of use to us. The Cheyennes 
are hostile, and are standing ready all the 
time to whip out Uncle Sam. They tell him 
to come on, that they are fortified and ready. 
They know every movement of the soldiers, 
while theirs are unknown. 

The troops have some 700 very heavy freight 
wagons destined for Great Salt Lake with 
two tons and a half in each wagon. Those 
teams move very slow, and if they reach here 
before snow falls I Shall be a little disap- 
pointed, and I think it very probable that they 
will need some fresh cattle and some yankee 
drivers to go out and help them in... +>
